In compliance with the usual custom, we hereby submit the 
following report of the affairs of this department for the year 
ending March 1, 1880: 

The engine is in good repair and in working order. There is 
300 feet of good huse and 250 feet of poor.hose. There is to-day in 
the fire company 32 men. ‘This has been a fortunate year for fires. 
We have had but two slight fires, one at E. Buttrick & Co.’s dry- 
house, and one at the tannery. We would recommend the town to 
buy 200 feet new hose, which is really needed. For expense of this 
department see selectmen’s report on another page.

=chool Report. 


The Annual Report of Schools in the town of Troy, for the 
year ending March 1, 1880, is herein respectfully submitted. 

The schools have had a prosperous year. With one exception 
the same teacher has been retained in the same school throughout 
the year. This has been an advantage to the schools. 

The schools in District No. 1 have gained by being graded, yet 
it is difficult to balance the two primaries in numbers, with the 
present arrangement. For the best results from the money ex- 
pended one building is needed to accommodate the three schools. 
Then we could have three grades; this would allow more time to 
be given each class, sothat in the same time the scholars would 
acquire a better education. Such an improvement should be kept 
in view to be accomplished at the earliest opportunity. 

The Committee recommend an appropriation for schools dur- 
ing the coming year, sufficient to furnish three terms of ten weeks 
each, with terms forthe Grammar department of twelve weeks 
each. It seems a waste of time to allow nearly one half the year 
to be included in one long vacation, with no school except for the 
older scholars. Last year afforded NINETEEN weeks of schooling 
and THIRTY-THREE of vacation. Economy should lead us to fur- 
nish more schooling to the younger children, because their time is 
of greater value to parents when they become older. What is 
now «acquired by. scholars from the age of fifteen to nineteen, might 
be acquired between the ages of twelve and fifteen, if more school- 
ing was afforded the younger scholars. Thus valuable time would 
be saved and an opportunity afforded to those who desire it for 
advanced studies. 


DISTRICT. NO. 1. 

Nortu Primary Drviston.—-Teacher, Miss Lillian A. 
Wright. Duration of Spring term, 10 weeks; scholars, 36; aver- 
age attendance, 32. Fall term, 9 weeks; scholars, 47; average 
attendance. 39. The manner of teaching and the method, the qual- 
ity of she instruction given, and the discipline maintained by love 
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for the teacher, as well as the progress made, are to be praised as 
excellent. The scholars are in choice hands when this teacher pre- 
sides in the school-room. 


SoutH Primary Driviston.—Teacher, Miss Abbie J. Whittier. 
Duration of Spring term. 9 1-2 weeks; scholars, 44; average attend- 
ance, 382. Fall term, 9 weeks; scholars, 40; average attendance, 36. 
The progress made in the studies and the knowledge manifested 
showed careful instruction and faithful devotion to her work by the 
teacher under adverse conditions. A spirit of rebellion, manifested 
by a few boys, called for a firm hand, notwithstanding some of the 
parents were unwilling that unruly children should be punished, and 
upheld the children in disobedience to the teacher. With this ex- 
ception in discipline the school was satisfactory. 


GRAMMAR DEPARTMENT.—Teacher, Mrs, L. B. Wright. Dura- 
tion of Spring term, 10 weeks ; scholars, 82; average attendance, 25. 
Fall term, 10 weeks ; scholars, 33; average attendance, 30. Winter 
term, 11 weeks; scholars, 53; average attendance, 44. Continued 
excellence this year, as in the past, characterises the whole conduct of 
the school by its skillful teacher. A high standard of excellence has 
been attained and steadily maintained, inthe instruction given, pro- 
ducing scholars of a like order with the teacher. It is well for parents 
to remember that scholars attending this schoo] ought to begin the 
first week of the term and remain until its close. In no other way 
can the best results be obtained. H.W. Farrar is prudential com- 
mittee. ; 


DISTRICT NO. 2 


SPRING TERM.—Teacher, Miss Franc E. York. Duration of 
term, 6 weeks; scholars,5; average attendance, 5, (nearly). This 
school was not examined at its close, the committee failing to receive 
nctice. We can only sav that the school started well. 

Fatt TERM.—Teacher, Warren N. Clark. Duration of term, 11 
weeks ; scholars, 7; average attendance, 6.5 The committe cannot 
praise, they will not criticise. We feel that Mr. Clark is not called 
to be a teacher. Prudential committee, Luke C. Clark. 


DISTRICT NO. 3. 


Teacher, Miss Alice L. Bemis. Duration of Spring term, 9 
weeks ; scholars, 12; average attendance, 9. Fall term, 10 weeks; 
scholars, 18; average attendance, 15. Miss Bemis gave general satis- 
faction to parents and committee, and the school prospered under her 
management. Prudential committee, Edmund Bemis. 
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DISTRICT NO, 4. 


Teacher, L. Olive Barrus. Duration of Spring term, 9 weeks; 
scholars, 25 ; average attendance, 20. Fall term, 10 weeks; scholars, 
30; average attendance, 27. The scholars in this district have been 
favored with superior instruction during the two terms taught by 
Miss Barrus. There was a readiness of reply to all questions, that 
showed careful and persistent labor on the part of teacher and scholar. 
The whole conduct of the school merits praise. This district has 
greatly improved its school-room, at an expense of $144. Modern 
desks add to the appearnce of the room, as well as to the comfort 
and pleasure of the scholars. With new paper and fresh paint, in 
addition to the new desks, the school-room has become cheerful and 
attractive. Prudential committee, Stillman Taylor.
